Rev, F. J, Moore Discusses [volution 
And Religion 

S.C.A. AUSPICES 



First of a Series of Monthly 
University Church 
Services 



. The Student Appointmetits Bureau, 
which has been In existence Just a lit- 
tle over a year, is proving an invalu- 
able department for the student body, 
judging from statistics made known 
last Saturday. Since the bureau was 
Inaugurated a year ago last October, 
hundreds of college men have been 
placed either In permanent positions, 
or have obtained part-time Jobs dur- 
ing the college session. Oraduates, 
undergraduates or men who have dis- 
continued their course here have all 
benefitted from this department. Tho 
system employed has boon that of ls- 
sucing cards at registration time in 
the fall and asking students to fill out 
everything as far as possible, these 
are then placed on file and referred to 
according to the requests that are 
continually coming in from the down- 
town firmit and establishments, and 
also from out-of-town industries and 
corporations. 

The recent big Christmas parade 
that was staged by tho T. Katon Co. 
was practically made up of McCJllI 
undergrads, there being sixty-five men 
taking part, and receiving what might 
be termed 'easy money.' The Christ- 
mas vacation is being preceded by calls 
from the large local stores for clerks 
and helpers for the busy holiday sea- 
son. The department stores have al- 
ways come to this bureau when they 
have been In need of competent 
counter clerks, but apparently many of 
I the stores have not yet awakened to 
the fact tbM ample helpers con be 

I 



supplied by this college employment 
bureau. 

Calls for orchestras, saxaphonlsta, 
viollnals and particularly pianists have 
come in regularly. When Montreal 
needs music it has come to the office 
In the Union and found adequate sup- 
ply. Many country clubs were sup- 
plied last summer, and, It is pointed 
out here that student musical organi- 
zations or musicians of any sort 
should register early this year In order 
to be in the running for contracts next 
vacation. Even the Y.M.C.A. sent in 
for a mandolin instructor, and you'd 
be surprised to know how many mun- 
dolln Instructors McGill harbours. 

Many positions for chauffeurs have 
been filled both during the winter and 
in the summer months. Local taxi 
companies and private families request 
drivers and are immediately attended 
to. Then again, the bureau has plac- 
ed student waiters in Lhe Union Cafe- 
teria where some of the students not 
only handle the tray In true one-arm 
style, but thus help themselves In no 
small way with their purse. Tho 
hotels also use college men as wallers 
at rush hours. Calls for waltors from 
the hotels for this Now Year's l!vo are 
now coming In and it is stated that the 
Job means a lot from the point of view 
of the pockotbook. 

Senior commerce mon are usually 
preferred when it coition to salesman- 
ship, but many others uro also worked 
in. Attractive propositions can bo had 
by calling at the offlco before the

No scientific statement can bo 
marie which will exclude a. spiritual 
nterpretatlon of the universe or for- 
bid title Christian idea of God. The 
evolutionary Oieory brings God from 
he dim distance, far above the ■uni- 
verse right into the midst of It its In- 
dwelling and ail pervading spirit." 
Thus are modern science and religion 
reconciled in the words of Rev. F. J. 
Moore, Secretary of the Univerigty of 
Toronto S. C. A. preaching at the 
University Church service in Moyse 
Hall yesterday. 

Atended by some throe hundred 
McGill students the frlit University 
Church servico of the term proved an 
unqualified success. Tho Rev. Princl- 
palaRexford, Dean of tho Theological 
College conducted the worship and 
Sir Arthur Currie, Principal of Mc- 
GIII University read the lesson. Mem- 
bers of tho Choral Socloty directed by 
S. Alion, comprised the choir Victor 
Rose was organist. Arrangements for 
the service as a whole were under the 
direction of Eric J&cobson and yR. J. 
Smith, chairman of the McGIII S. C. 
A. This was the first of a series of 
monthly services planned for the 
year. 

Two national secretaries of the Stu- 
dent Christian Movement, Miss Ger- 
trude Rutherford and Mr. E' nest 
Clark attended the service. 

Taking as his text John 6:17: "My 
Father worketh even 'untl now, and I 
work," Jesus answer to a rebuke of 
those ttfbout him Rev F, J. Moore 
preached à thought-provoking sermon 
on one of the moet vexed questions of 
the day the supposed conflict between 
religion and modern science: In the 
mind of the preacher there was no 
such conflict, evolution proving the 
Christian idea of God, tho very reali- 
zation of his essence. 

With the profound changes in our 
thinking on the creation of the uni- 
verse, there were now but three 
points of view open. Wo might be- 
lieve with Bertrand Russell that "tho 
major force of life was the law of 
physics "We might accept the opin- 
ion of George Rernard Shaw, that 
life's ruling force was "an Impersonal 
blundering energy." But the Christian 
Interpretation was the one most 
worthy of study.

HAMLET TOLD 
BY JR. NIVEN 

Represents Shakespeare's Philosophy 
Of Life 

PEOPLE'S FORUM 



Something Universal in Char 
acter of Hamlet Claims 
Speaker 

"We are dealing with Shakespeare's 
"Hamlet." The Elizabethan age was 
a borrowing ago, and knowledge was 
regarded us common property." With 
these words. Dr. John Nlve n yester- 
day opened one of the most stirring 
addresses ever heard at tho People's 
Korum. 

"No writer ever transmuted such 
clay into gold ris Shakespeare did. 
Hamlet is a tragic play. It represents 
Shakespeare's own philosophy of life 
It is a play of reason, and of mad- 
ness; of tragic failure, and of tragic 
success. The character of "Hamlot 
présenta the fascination of the play 
There is something universal In his 
churacter. He Is suffering, brooding, 
yet victorious humanity ItRelf. The 
tragedy is similar to "Macboth." The 
witches appear In Macbeth as agents 
to inspire a deed of vengeance. The 
gliost In "Hamlet" comes In the inter- 
est of Life's sancitity and vindication. 

"Tho scene opens on the ramparts 
on a cold, bitter night. Francisco 
watches. The scene is shrouded with 
mystery and awe Bernardo comes up 
cautiously and is cautiously received. 
Marcellus and Horatio then appear. 
Horatio is cool, common sense and is 
a foil to th c m all. There is a rumor 
spreading about the ramparts about a 
ghost. All sit down to hear Ber- 
nardo's account of the ghost and as he 
speaks. It appears. AH see It. Thus it 
was no near subjective impression or 
phantasy, but sn objective ghost. The 
ghost flits by speechless and vanishes 
as softly as it appears. It Is thought 
by all that the ghost was disturbed 
for Denmark's sake. Superstition 
rules. They all agree to tell Hamlet 
about th 0 ghost because of the love 
they bore for him. 

"Claudius was the blending of pub- 
lic duty and private sorrow. As King 
of Denmark, ho shows himself to bo a 
man of no mean part when he sends 
two messengers to have Fortlnvras re- 
strained. Laertes is home from Paris. 
As the king l s married, he is anxious 
to return to Paris. He is bidden to do- 
part, and the king turns to Hamlet. 
Hamlet returns from Vltenberg. the 
seat of learning. He is standing 
moody and sullen by the chair of the 
king. Ho is moody partly at the death 
of his father mid partly at the con- 
sternation of the speedy remarriage of

Moore and Boos Speak 
Tuesday's Meeting 



at 



"Mussolini's Life and Prospects" will 
be the topics of the two papers to be 
given at the Historical Club on Tues- 
day, when the club will meet at the 
homo of Mr. Murray Williams. 14 Tra- 
falgar Avenue, Wcstmount, This 
statesman has been the most predomi- 
nant figure In Furope for the last few 
years and his rebuilding of Italy and 
strong dictatorial powers have met 
with both sympathetic and adverse 
criticism. 

This meeting will be the last one of 
the year and all members are asked 
to be .present. Arthur Moore Is to 
give the first paper on Muss dlnl's Life 
and Willard Boos will deal with the 
Prospects ot Mussolini. It is three 
weeks since the last meeting out the 
program has had to be adjusted to 
make no clash of dates, and as tho 
Arts Undergrad meetings are a big 
draw on the time of tho student:! it 
was decided at the beginntn;, of the 
session to fit in with them. The Ex- 
ecutive announce that the printed pro- 
grams will be on hand on Tuesday 
.night. The -club, has many graduates, 
in the city who are still Interested In 
Its activity and it Is thus able to hold 
its meetings at homes of both students 
and graduates. This meeting Is to be 
held at the home of Mr. Murray Wil- 
liams and ls scheduled to begin at 
S.15 prompt. 

It is hard to find any periodical 
which has not had its article on Mus- 
solini, the leader of the Black Shlrted 
Fascists. His life story is an Interest- 
ing sequence of events beginning as 
the son of a blacksmith, and brought 
up In tho atmosphere of socialism and 
workng hard for .his living. Kxiled for 
a while In Switzerland he returned to 
Italy to be the editor of a s-rcruggling 
socialist newspaper his enthusiastic 
vehemence in which caused him to oe 
regarded as a law breaker. He was 
disowned by his party in 19H for his 
patriotism being placed beforv! his par- 
ty: he then set up a paper to advocate 
the cause of the Allies. He served nr. 
a private In the Army and belng^jadly 
hit. he, during his convalescence, di- 
rected his attacks against the menace 
of bolshovlsm. From a captain of the 
Black Shirts he became tho unchal- 
lenged leader of the Fascist!' and be- 
fore his fortieth birthday \\;as the Pre- 
mier of Italy. .Sometimes described as 
having millions of almost idolatrous 
followers to applaud him and to flat- 
ter him and to fawn upon him — yet 
there are they who have as their main 
object his death by violent methods. 
Perhaps some day they will succeed.

McGUl's Employment Bureau 

IT is indeed gratifying to note the 
: excellent work that the Student 
Bureau of Appointments has been do- 
ing since itB Inauguration by the Stu- 
dents' Council Just a little over a year 
how. Twelve months last October the 
Council established a department In 
the Union to look after the employing 
Of undergraduates and graduates both 
during vacation time and also while 
college was in session, and the article 
that appears elsewhere In this issue 
reveals adequately what splendid 
things this bureau is doing for McGIll 
Students. 

Before such an idea matured and 
was put into effect, students who 
wished to earn money while attend- 
ing the university or during the 
longthy summer vacation were forced 
to get out in their own and find Jobs. 
This, of course, was not only difficult, 
but usually ended in getting a position 
-for which they were either not quail- 
fled or did not like. Now, by merely 
filling in the registration card which 
is supplied every fall when the term 
commences, a student can obtain al- 
most any kind of employment. 

But there Is also another uspect to 
.this question. Just as this Bureau can 
be a wonderful help to students, so 
can the very students concerned bo a 



decided detriment by ubuslng the pri- 
vileges afforded thtm through this 
department. It is reported that some 
men go about tho thing in a very 
- wrong manner, thereby harming both 
the bureau and their fellow students. 
. For example, the mere fact that all 
undergraduates do not take advantage 
of the department by not registering 
tneans a 'lack <A unanimity in co- 
operation and consequently placing a 
check on tho bureau itself; for, when 
employers from downtown put in a 
call for certain types of men, the bur 
eau Js not going to be able to supply 
that special type it it has no such kind 
recorded on its lists. 
., Then again, some men, after receiv- 
Ing the benefits that are offered, and 
who are asked by their employer to 
obtain extra help, get that help from 
among their friends instead of refer 
ring the request to the bureau through 
vhich they received their Jobs. Others 
learn of possible work and then reprc 
.sent to the employer that he has been 
sent by the McGIll Bureau. This, it is 
. needless to say, is ruining something 
'that would otherwise prove a veritable 
boon to the bulk of undergraduates.

llavng Just read these two books, 
otic wonders why the first meiv 
Honed received so much free public 
Ity Just now, and the other Is passed 
up silently. There is not really much 
to choose between the two. Both arc 
nothing more than second-hand and so 
cond-ratc personality-patter of which 
quite a lot has appeared In book form 
since the war. One Is based on the 
diary of an ox-nmba-ssador. or some 
such person, the other on_the lntlm 
ate recollections of an unofficial 
confidante of various members of the 
British Royal Family, of men and wo 
men of the aristocracy, British and 
French mainly, but also some other 
continentals, and of quite a number, 
quite a considerable number of the 
demimonde of the capitals of Europe, 
Including England. Some of these 
confidential rovclatons are frankly 
told as second-hand, are reported as, 
"my father told me," or "My moth 
er's friend said...." 

The writer of More Unceniored Re 
collections, has a facile pen, and 
tells all the old gossip and yarns In 
a piquant manner. But there Is hard- 
ly a new story In the entire book to 
add to the gayety of nations. The 
war Is being blamed for the endless 
output of this sort of book. But the 
war Is over, so why go on with the 
unnecessary printing of pseudo auto 
biographies, and the publishing of 
fabricated diaries? 

The seeker of after-dinner stories, 
will find some Interesting material 
In the Recollection, but of really worth 
while Information about the import 
ant personages spoken of In this vol- 
ume, there Is next to nothing. The 
book is written solely with a view to 
entertain. 

The Whispering Gallery, differs 
from the Recollections, In that It pre 
tends to be a book with a mission 
It objects to certain people being 
placed by the world in general, and 
the British public in particular, 
pedestals, worshipped as ' heroes, 
lauded as great. It is out to show 
up to let the world know that these 
personages are nothng at- all — Just 
ordinary human beings, with many 
faults and shortcomings. Somehow it 
brings to one's memory, that old say- 
ing, "No one Is a hero to one's valet." 
Hut of course, this diary is suppposed 
to be written by an ex-diplomat, not 
a valet, so It does not go as far as 
valet's would. 

The larger part of the book is Just 
little-tattle, going back to the Vic-i 
torlan era. Oft-told talcs of King 13d 
ward as Prince of Wales, are re- 
hearsed, and served up with relishes. 

In many instances, one gets the 
feeling whilst reading, of an under- 
current of malice against some people 
discussed, and senses unfairness. The 
episode for instance, recorded In 
deprecatory manner, about Ixird Bal 
four iind the late Lord Curzon, that 
they continued their conversation 
about trivial matters during an air- 
raid, and calmly finished their dinner 
whilst the explosion of bombs was 
beard, clearly will not belittle the re 
putations of these .two statesmen. To 
keop one's nerves, when everybody 
becomes hysterical and pannicky, <h 
ratljer to be admired, especially as no 
amount of hysteria could do any good 
at the time. 

Then there is the derogatory way 
he speaks about Mr. Lloyd George, 
He tells in many Instances that Mr. 
Lloyd George was not really what he 
was acclaimed during the war, 
'financial genius," a Napoleon, etc., 
etc. Maybe not, but somehow he did 
the Job that was given him during 
a time of great trouble and stress, and 
no showing of his being merely hu- 
man In ordinary life, will diminish 
the feeling h« engendered In the Brit- 
ish people during his time in office- 
Books of the ; ypo of the Recolle 1 
tione and diaries. If worth being pub 
lished, should always K' ve as a guar- 
antee of good faith, the aiuthenlle 
flame of the author. Books of thin 
kind cannot otherwise be treated than 
as sensation - hunting and gossip 
mongerlng. — It. H.

much boldness" In the discussion of 
family affairs. But, this is only con- 
jecture, and perhaps the brothers are 
not quite so respectable as Sherwood 
Anderson would suggest. 

At any rate, one Is inclined to agree 
with the writer that a first-class ra- 
conteur can never tehvtho legal truth. 
i\s a matter of fact, he would be a 
little vulgar If he did. The essence of 
Mr. Anderson's work Is not narrative 
but Impressionism. And, while an im- 
pressionist, he is indubitably a com- 
plete realist. 

Tar, A Midwest Childhood is, then, 
realistic portrayal of the mind life 
of a boy in the Midwest during a 
certain period In the last century. The 
evolution of tho story Is merely tho 
growth of the world as perceived by a 
child through all of Its stages of deve- 
lopment. The whole of this is very 
Ingenious, but the author Is particu- 
larly happy in his account of Dick 
Mooreheud In his pre-marrlage days 
before the true subject of the book was 
born. Sherwood Anderson seems al 
ways' at his best when telling us of a 
middle-aged, theatrical man with 
black hair and a w:ixed moustache. 
He seems to understand him even 
belter than most other characters 
which reappear so frequently in his 
pages. He also sympathizes with him, 
hut then sympathy comes naturally 
with complete understanding.

IN PRAISE OF A DEAN 

Just how sensible and courageous 
was the stand of tho Unlvorslty of 
North Carolina two or throe weeks ago 
in Uhe matter of censorship has not 
been appreciated. (We p«g pardon of 
our readers for reverting to this 
wearisome topic of freedom, for wo be- 
lievo there is something hew to say. 
The student monthly has published a 
story peculiarly fitted 10 shock tfhe 
local taste without excuse, for it was 
not even convincingly written. Tot the 
University fought for the right of her 
■students to learn by thoir own mis 
tr.kes. 

We come back to this case because 
another interesting instance has 
ar.'sen; that of Hie Ca.mpus of Octoher 
27, at Ottawa College. This suppres 
slon Is interesting because the pi'esl 
dent refreshingly gave v xacl reason for 
It: one editorial in question, he said 
would interfere with the raising of 
$75,000 endowment, and another item' 
by Implication criticised the admlnis 
(ration of the college. In short, he 
followed the universal assumptions of 
the suppressors. The college exls<s 
simply to prove that it can get money 
in order to exist some more; and as 
frr tho administration. It simply exists, 
a Deity without any cause or cure nt 
all. 

But we meant to speak of Mr. Add 
son Hlbbard. We suspect that It was 
he as Dean who committed North Ca- 
rclinn to her sensible, liberal policy on 
censorship. Long had We wondered 
why it was that tho University of 
North Carolina seemed to produce con 
sistently readablo undergraduate mag 
azlnes, and frequently really good 
ones— which arc rare. We suspected 
that the English faculty had some- 
thing to do with it. We now read in 
the Tar Heel, the student paper, of 
men who live at Chapel Hill as teach- 
ers; and among those gelling highest 
praise as teachers is Dean Ilibbard. 

How simple, how good, and how ef- 
fective Is the policy of such a teacher, 
compared to the flatulent cowardice 
of the dollar-hounds!

Ltd.", 
to somo it Is a bad job that musl be 
gotten over wlttli, to somo it. means 
to a meagre end, and lo a very few l| 
is a. real end In itself. 

To some education means 11 diploma 
and a diploma is an Open Sesame to 
success. What a success! A good 
many persons who hnve talked glibly 
of their "educution" would never re- 
cover if they over found out what "ed- 
ucation" means.

(Continued from page one.l 
his mother. Honeyed words fall from 
the queen's lips as she speaks to Ham- 
let. The first words of Hamlet spoken 
in a riddle show distrust for the 
king. The queen then speaks. She Is 
shown to be amiable, weak, com 
pacent and is soon won by platitudes 
The king asks Hamlet to remain and 
not to return to Vltenberg. Here is 
a dramatic Irony of the play. The 
klifgs Is the agent of his own down 
fall. Hamlet consents to remain, lie 
begins to show himself to be on the 
verge of suicide, not of sorrow for the 
death of his father, but for the pro 
found anguish for the remarriage of 
his mother. His mora) nature re- 
ceived a tremendous blow. He is a 
born thlnkor, poet and a lover to boot. 
He had a great tendency to generalize. 
The three of the rampart seek him. 
As the perfect gentleman he greets 
the m with courtesy, Hornlio he greets 
with affection. Hamlet then asks him 
if he came to the funeral of his (Ham- 
let's) father or to the marriage of his 
mother. The way Is now open. Hora- 
tio then tells him whal they saw. In- 
stantly Humlet Is full of interest. Ex- 
citement Is the death of thought — to 
Hamlet it was thought tonic. He 
wanted to stay with the sentinel and 
see the ghost. He suspects that all Is 
not well, and that there was foul play, 
lie was euger not for death but for 
knowledge. 

"It appears thai Hamlet loved 
Ophelia and wrote letters to her. 
Laertes, her brother speaks to her as 
a man who judged others by himself. 
To him there was no reality of Ham- 
let's affection for her. She It but a 
toy of blood. If he were a prince like 
Hamlet, he would have such toys, and 
reserve one particular one for his 
wife, Ophelia is meek and docile, and 
Is convinced by her brother. Before 
he can depart, Polonlus bis father, 
comes In. He receives a lecture from 
Polonlus. Upon hearing or Hamlet's 
affection for Ophelia. Polonlus rates 
her as one who Is easily deceived. She 
must return his présent. How much 
her love would have profited by a 
little sympathy. 

It is night again. Like the night be- 
fore il Is bitterly cold. Sounds of re- 
velry comes faintly from the palace. 
Hamlet and the others art.' upon the 
rampart', Alarcellus cries. "It comes." 
Consternation, alarm, pity, possess 
Humlet. Courteously the ghost bec- 
kons him. He wants to follow It but 
the others restrain him. He becomes 
mad. He follows the ghost for a little 
distance and stops short. Here re- 
flection waits upon action. The ghost 
calls upon Hamlet to aveng his foul 
death. Hamlet swears that he would. 
This is the central problem of the 
play. The ghost knows that Hamlet's 
energy must be bent up to one speci- 
fic action. It then reveals a secret 
that aserpent stung him. The ser- 
pent is his (Hamlet's) uncle. All his 
Instinctive dislike Is revealed. The 
event Is put upon Hamlet. No finger 
must be laid against the queen. There 
Is no reason that she was qullty. 
Hamlet swears to remembrance and 
to revenge . 

Horatio cries "Hamlel, Hamlet. ' 
This Immediately brings him back to 
himself. There wore looks of horror 
with a deadly resolve on his face, He 
extracts a promise from tliem that 
they will keep their mouths shut 
They should In no way regard his 
strange antics in the future. He sees 
on advantage to this antic dispos! 
lion. 

It appears lo Hamlet that Ophelia 
was falling him. This intensified the 
loneliness which the ghost made 
Ophelia comes In great distress to her 
.father. An apparition of Hamlet 
came to her in her room, and seizing 
her by her wrist, he looked keenly Into 
the depths of her eyes. With his eyes 
still fixed upon her he moved back- 
ward und vanished without a word 
Polonlus felt immediately that this 
was the ecstasy of love. This explain- 
ed the strange behaviour noticed In 
Humlet. To Hamlet it meant other- 
wise. 

Polonlus aomes to the king and 



messengers came from Norway saying 
that Prince Fortinbras was restrained. 
Polonius wanted their permission to 
allow Fortinbras to capture Poland. 
tit length it was given. Second, he 
reminds them that they have a ««»n 
as he had a daughter and In the mid- 
dle of the hall he begins reading some 
of the letters written from one to the 
other; how he rebuked Ophelia and 
ordered her to reject hlni and send 
back his presents; and of Hamlet's 
madness. He Is dogmatic. The king 
md queen are not concinced. He then 
tells them to take his head off if it is 
not so. They are still unconvinced. 
A courtier suggests that there should 
be a meeting of the lovers. Hamlet 
appears. All skeedaddlc except Polo- 
nlus. Hamlet hates Pointus. He acts 
sarcastically toward him. Polonius 
didn't mind as he thought he was suf- 
fering from the extremity of love. 

The king and queen then appoint 
two of Hamlet's school fellows to spy 
upon him. They were Roaencrantz 
and Guildenstern. Hamlet receives 
them with courtesy. They try to find 
out his ambitions. Hamlet then be- 
comes suspicious. He suddenly taxes 
them that they are hired by the king. 
They are taken aback and admitted. 

Certain players come to the court 
Hamlet receives them with his cus- 
tomary courtesy seeing a friend In ono 
of the leading actors. He becomes 
transfigured as he speaks. He detains 
the leading actor and makes up a play 
called The . Murder of Gonzardo with 
certain lines Inserted by himself. He 
would observe his uncle's looks as he 
watched the play. 

The king and Polonlus are lying In 
ambush. Ophelia who Is directed by 
her uncle is awaiting Hamlet. Hamlet 
Is on the verge of suicide. He doubts 
thai suicide would bring a solution. 
Unlike MacBcth he believes in the fu- 
ture world. He begins to suspect that 
the king Is lying In ambush and that 
Ophelia Is playing a part. He re- 
members that her parents were re- 
turned which was* ungual. He sternly 
commands her to a nunnery and leaves 
her. Poor Ophelia thinks that Hani- 
let's mind is in ruin. She is full of 
love for him. 

In contrast to his Inactivity Hamlet 
is to be sent to England with others. 
They were to bear secret commissions. 
The king intended that Hamlel should 
be met in Hngland and be killed there. 

There is a two-fold plan in the play. 
First, it should hold up a mirror to 
nature or as an Interpretation of na- 
ture. Second, there lurks in the play- 
ers mind a psychological interest. 
Hamlet lakes Horatio Into his confi- 
dence to watch the king. Hamlet 
seems to have forgotten about the 
quarrel with Ophelia. He lias, seen 
stretched at her feet. The players do 
their part well. The king gets moody. 
The dual crisis is reached. The king 
rises. All is confusion. Hamlet is In 
a stage of hilarity for two reasons. 
First, because of the conscience of the 
king and second, because of the truth 
of the ghost. He dl'dn't rush upon the 
king immediately but wailed for a 
more opportune time. 

The queen commands Humlet to see 
her In her room. Gulldcrslcin again 
tries to get out bis thoughts. Pulonuls 
conies playing up to Hamlet's sup- 
posed madness and Is fooled In return 
When Hamlet goes to bis mother ho 
sees the king kneeling in prayer and 
wishes to kill him when he Is sin 
ning. This Is diabolical as If Hamlel 
would close the gales of heaven to 
his uncle. Hamlel can act when be 
acts spasmodically but not when his 
thought awake: Polonuls is hidden be- 
hind the curtains. The queen Is afraid 
of Hamlet's dark looks. She shouts 
Then Polonuls shouts. Hamlel stabs 
through the arras thinking that it was 
the king. He looks and discovers his 
mistake. The queen wrings her bunds 
The ghost reappears. Humlet speaks 
to the ghost. He then speaks very 
tenderly to his mother. To her the 
ghosl Is all stuff and nonsense. It Is 
a fantasy. He drags the body of 
Polonuls and hides it. Thu king asks 
for Polonuls. Hamlel answers sar- 
castically that he'll send messengers 
to heaven to search fur him hut if he 
can't find him then the king would 
have to go himself to hell to search for 
him. Hamlel dues not object to the 
mission lo ICngland. When he Is In 
England he sees Fortinbras leading 
his forces ugalusl the Poles. 

Ophelia's mind is in ruin. Shu wan- 
ders about the palace singing pathetic 
snatches about her father. Meanwhile 
Laertes comes post haste from Paris 
Suspicion Is directed lo the king. Ho 
confronts Laertes with confidence. 
Laertes- Is not to be trifled with. The 
difference between Ijien.es and llani- 
1 1 Is that the former was n man of 
action and the latter u mun of thought 
Ophelia comes In and does nut recog- 
nize him. She gives him some flowers 
mistaking him for Hamlet. She then 
sings snatches and goes away. 

Hamlel is atlucked by pirates be- 
fore he had seen the Intent against 
lilni. He erased his own name ami 
placed the others name's on Hie nunc 
giving instructions for tho death ui 
Hamlet. He acted on impulse He Is 
born back victorious lo Denmark. The 
king then puts upon Laertes a 
false renown. Ho provokes the spirit 
of provocation against Hamlet ami 
Daertcs wants to slit Hamlet's throat 
He was exhorted to use a poisoned 
foil in a duol. 

The queen brought, in news of the 
death of Ophelia. She had fallen into 
tho water and still singing was carried 
to her death. 

The grave-digging scene — this scene 
Is an escapo from the Inside to the 
open firmament. There arc two grave 



lady was dead. A cortege appears. A 



heartless priest walks in front. Shakes- 
peare condemns officialism as shown 
In this scene. The queen approaches. 
Hamlet sees Ophelia dead. He Is no 
longer the detached spectator, the 
moralist — ho rushes forward. Laortes 
and Hamlet struggle together In the 
grave The king whispers to Laertes 
about the foil. Humlet expresses his 
regret for his distraction. Osric a 
creature of the court appears. He is 
a dandified piece of nothingness He 
pli.yti up to Hani>t'.-s madness and tell* 
htm that the king place:! c wog*r 
upon his winning a duel with LicrU'S. 
Humlet nccopts the duel. Sha'-ospeore 
Is fond of presentment. The king ap- 
proaches eaqb with regrot. They fall 
to. Hamlet is superior. The king asks 
him to drink from a poisoned goblet. 
Hamlel refuses as he Is too hot. The 
queen Ignorant of the fact that the 
goblel was poisoned drinks from It. 
Hamlet Is wounded. In the fight the 
weapons are exchanged and Laertes is 
wounded with his own weapon. The 
queen cries oui about the poisoned 
cup and Laertes about the poisoned 
weapon. Hamlet then stabs the king 
Hamlet lakes the goblel and frails. The 
hand of. death is upon him. Horatio 
wants to die by drinking the poison 
but is restrained. A noise of martial 
music Is heard. Fortinbras returns vic- 
torious from Poland. 

The fascination of Hamlet is undy- 
ing. He was called to avenge his father 
Procrastination rose with him, because 
of the fine nature which he carries. 
Me s a thinker, a dreamer, but not a 
man of action. Shakespeare means to 
teach the wcak'ness of excessive 
thought. It Is an abnormal Hamlel that 
wo sec. We saw at the outset his an- 
tic disposition as a means of study- 
ing Claudius. Horatio saw the effect 
of his distraction upon him. He Is 
ilmost In one as shown when be leaps 
Into Ophelia's grave. In an ordinary 
sense he is not mad. "He could not 
have lived and retained his sanity 
after thai night." claimed Dr. Nlven.
